RENEGOTIATIONS OF CERTAIN TARIFF CONCESSIONS—CUBA 


The Department of State on October 11, 
1948, announced that Cuba had requested 
the renegotiation of certain tariff conces- 


sions granted by Cuba in the General 
Agreement on Tariffs and Trade. Cuba has 
now requested that its concession on cer- 
tain colored-woven textiles be similarly 
renegotiated. 

At the second session of the Contracting 
Parties to the General Agreement on 
Tariffs and Trade held at Geneva in the 
summer of 1948, the Contracting Parties 
recommended and the United States agreed 
that renegotiation of preferential tariff 
concessions accorded to the United States 
by Cuba on certain colored-woven textiles 
should be undertaken if Cuba so requested. 
These colored-woven textiles are listed n« 
items 114 to 117 and 132 to 135, Part If. 
Schedule IX (the Cuban Schedule). of the 
General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade. 
Consideration will therefore be given by 
the United States to possible adjustments 
of the Cuban rates of duty applicable to 
eolored-woven textiles provided for in the 
third note to each of these items.

SAN FRANCISCO CHARTS 
COURSE FOR PACIFIC ERA

San Francisco port officials and traders aware of the necessity for launching 


Ts: increasing competition for trade among the nation’s large ports has made 


an intensified program of port promotion. 
Third city in the country to establish a Foreign Trade Zone, San Francisco has 
=, found this facility to be a potent trade stimulus. A promotional campaign which 
: eo underway when the Zone opened a year ago is still being carried on, and is 
resulting in worldwide interest. Literature describing the Zone’s advantages and 
; a report on the Pert of San Francisco prepared by the Board of State Harbor 
Commissioners has been distributed to American Foreign Service representatives 
overseas and chambers of commerce abroad and foreign chambers of commerce in 
the United States. Zone literature has also been mailed to traffic managers, impor- 
ters and freight forwarders throughout the country. Foreign business visitors 
to the United States receive this literature through the Washington, D. C., and 
local offices of the San Francisco Chamber of Commerce. 


Zone advertisements have also appeared 
in 13 international publications, and a 
film featuring the facilities of the Zone is 
being shown to all types of trade organi- 
zations throughout the country. 

While the Zone is the most important 
new feature of the Port of San Francisco, 
the port’s other facilities have been aug- 
mented and improved during and since 
the war. The largest single project in 
the betterment of harbor facilities is the 
development of Mission Rock, which will 
provide a total of more than 4,000 feet 
of new berthing space, accommodating 
eight vessels. Recently opened is a new 
$800,000 grain elevator. designed to pro- 
vide storage for 500,000 bushels of bulk 
grain. Already serving shippers are a 
refrigeration terminal and a bulk copra 
terminal. 

Probably the most ambitious project in 
San Francisco’s drive for trade is the 
World Trade Center, housing every line 
of industry concerned with world com- 
merce. Financial studies which got under- 


, ®@::: following passage of state legislation 


have been completed and preliminary en- 
gineering plans drawn. It is now antici- 
pated that the first building will be started 
near the Ferry Building in the near 
future. 

A project such as this, conceived with 
daring and imagination, must necessarily 
be carried out on a long-range scale. The 
success of other more immediate programs 
that have been undertaken can be meas- 
sured directly, however. Probably the 
most important single campaign was that 
launched by the World Trade Department 
of the San Francisco Chamber of Com- 
merce. In an effort to aid American ex- 


port shippers and foreign consignees suf- 
fering the loss of millions of dollars 
annually from damaged and pilfered 
goods packed in faulty containers, the 
organization initiated the distribution on 
a national scale of a kit of authoritative 
information on packing techniques, trans- 
portation hazards and other factors con- 
tributing to the huge total of dollars lost 
through bad export packaging. Included 
in the kit, which was accompanied by a 
letter calling attention to the project, was 
a report by the Insurance Company of 
North America on foreign port conditions, 
an analysis of preventable losses on ex- 
port shipments and information on mod- 
ern packing methods to prevent them. 

Aware that marketing throighout the 
United States has undergone considerable 
change recently, and that it is no longer 
feasible to serve the various regions of 
the nation from one limited center, the 
Chamber is working closely with foreign 
government representatives and commer- 
cial organizations abroad in an effort to 
secure direct representation for their 
products in the Bay Region. This enables 
the distributors to become acquainted with 
consumer preferences in this area and has 
a direct bearing upon the pricing factor 
in meeting the competition of similar 
goods produced locally. As a result, the 
foreign countries which have appointed 
direct agents or distributors here have 
found the move profitable, for frequently 
minor adaptations of a product make it 
not only useable but preferred in the Pa- 
cific Coast market. 

All of these promotional activities are 
enhanced by such factors as a magnificent 
harbor and the city’s strategic location as

San Francisco is the headquarters 
of nearly ninety steamship lines serving 
all trade routes of the world; prior to the 
war thirteen foreign flag lines carried 
California products to European commer- 
cial centers. Possessing an airport which 
has achieved international stature, the San 
Francisco Bay Region is served by 27 air- 
line companies, including many foreign 
carriers. Activity at the airport has 
mushroomed since completion of an expan- 
sion program totalling $20,000,000. The 
airlines themselves are adding millions of 
dollars to create every facility for all 
phases of aviation activities, including 
manufacturing, sales, private flying and 
allied businesses. 

The continuing phenomenal economic 
growth of the western United States points 
up San Francisco as the dominant trade 
center for the entire Pacific Basin. Fur- 
thermore, new industrial developments in 
the West, requiring the consumption of 
steadily increasing quantities of raw ma- 
terials of other countries, have made it 
necessary for trading firms here to con- 
stantly seek out these products for the 
area’s industries and consumers. 

The Chamber’s World Trade Depart- 
ment has nearly a dozen individual com- 
mittees studying conditions in each region 
of the world, as well as technical problems 
und international policy, hoping to con- 
tribute toward creating a better climate 
in which world trade can grow. Regular 
meetings of the Chamber’s World Trade 
Association provide a forum to learn of 
overseas conditions from prominent tra- 
velers and trade specialists. 

The program includes regular meetings 
with different industry groups with a view 
to telling the story in San Francisco of 
both the opportunities in world trade and 
its problems. Two conferences recently 
featured during World Trade Week, one 
dealing with the pros and cons of the In- 
ternational Trade Organization, the second 
with private trade with Japan, are exam- 
ples of the effort to focus the interest of 
all commercial interests in these important 
matters. To stimulate a greater public 
interest in international trade, the second 
annual World Trade and Maritime Expo- 
sition, sponsored this year by civic, indus- 
trial, maritime and foreign government 
groups, attracted 40,000 visitors to see 
new local and foreign products available 
through the exchange of goods. 

The Chamber’s program includes cooper- 
ation with other groups in international 
affairs, such as the World Affairs Council 
of Northern California, the steamship in- 
dustry, Western Transportation Confer- 
ence and trade associations, to disseminate

ICC last March in connection with the rate 
case, he predicted that railroad freight traf- 
fic and passenger business in 1949 would 
drop 8.2% and 11.4%, respectively, below 
last year. The AAR vice-president informed 
the Commission that the railroads made a 
poorer financial showing during the first 
quarter of this year than during the corre- 
sponding period in 1948. During the first 
three months of this year, he reported, net 
railway operating income, which represents 
the amount left after the payment of oper- 
ating expenses and taxes but before in- 
terest, rentals and other fixed charges, are 
paid, totaled $128,415,886 for Class I rail- 
roads. This is a decrease of 10% under the 
Same period last year, he added. Net income, 
after interest and rentals, approximated 
$59,000,000 during the first three months of 
this year, Dr. Parmelee stated, and this was 
21.3% below the same period in 1948.

PROPOSED TAX CONVENTION 
WITH CUBA 


A memorandum entitled “Proposed Tax 
Convention With Cuba” (M-1771) summar- 
izing the Cuban tax system, and containing 
suggested provisions for inclusion in a tax 
convention between the United States and 
Cuba have been forwarded to members of 
the Cuban and Tax Committees and others 


who have previously expressed their in- 
terest in tax matters. Copies of this docu- 
ment are available on request. 


In transmitting the memorandum to Com- 
mittee members and other interested persons 
it was requested that comments be_ sub- 
mitted to NFTC on or before June 27. Al- 
though there has been no formal announce- 
ment of negotiation of a tax treaty between 
the United States and Cuba, informal con- 
versations between representatives of the 
Cuban and United States governments con- 
cerning such a treaty have been reported. 


FOREIGN CAPITAL INVESTMENT 
IN GERMANY 


The salient feature of proposals to at- 
tract new capital to Germany is a provision 
for agreements to be entered into between 
investors and German officials concerning 
the amount of foreign currency to be allo- 
cated for remittance of income. 

In commenting on this feature representa- 
tives of the NFTC Committee on Germany 


urge that income on present foreign in- 
vestments in Germany be protected. They 
point out that any program which may 


grant preference to new investment as op- 
posed to old investment would be unethical 
as well as inexpedient. _ Bthically, foreign

valuta earned or saved by the German econ- 
omy either through export of its goods or 
intangibies, or through internal production 
which does away with the need for expendi- 
ture of foreign currency, is earned or saved 
by existing as well as new capital. 

From the view point of expediency it is 
observed that the distinction between exist- 
ing and new capital would deter rather than 
encourage the investment of new capital 
since: 

1) The main potential investors of new 
capital are those with existing investments. 

2) Potential new investors who may not 
presently own investments in Germany 
would certainly examine the treatment of 
existing investment to determine the treat- 
ment which might be expected for the fu- 
ture. 

Consequently, it is proposed that earn- 
ings or savings of present investments in 
Germany on some particular “cut-off” date 
should form a base for remittance of income. 
The date on which currency reform (June 
18, 1948) became effective is suggested as 
the proper ‘cut-off’ date. 


CONTRACTS WITH CUBAN 
AGENTS (DECREE 4504) 


The American Embassy at Havana, Cuba, 
as made the following report on agents of 
oréign companies under Cuban Decree 4504: 

The Cuban Ministry of Labor has recently 

pointed out that a decree of that Minte 

(No. 3127 of October 7, 1948) provides that 
those who work on commission outside the em- 
ployer’s establishment and are registered as 
merchants in the Mercantile Registry or are 
covered by a municipal license issued in their 
name for carrying on the indmetry, commérce 
or employer activity in questten, or who have 
an office, desk or establishment open to the 
public in a regular manner during werking 
hours, are excluded from the condition of work- 


ers. The Ministry of Labor stated that in its 
opinion Decree No. $127 tacitly derogated De- 
cree No. 4504 of 1947, since agents or repre- 


sentatives who were covered by it have by 
reason of the new decree been excluded from 
the condition of workers and consequently from 
the provisions of social laws.

cepted by the courts in any legal action 
brought under Decree 4504, only the cancella- 
tion of the latter decree would serve satisfac- 
torily to clear up this matter. But, it is likely 
that Decree No. 3127 may provide a tem- 
porary means of operation meanwhile, espe- 
cially if American exporters were to insist as 
part of the agency contract that the agent in 
Cuba produce documentary evidence of his 
registry in the Mercantile Registry and main- 
tenance of such registry during the lifetime of 
the contract. Registration in the Mercantile 
Registry may be regarded as establishing mer- 
chant status, thus controverting any claim .to 
employee status under the terms of Decree 
5504. Insistence upon registration in the Mer- 
cantile Registry may eliminate from considera- 
tion possible agents in Cuba that might other- 
wise be acceptable in the absence of the de- 
crees mentioned above; since such registration 
involves registrants in certain local tax lia- 
bilities that are othérwise not applicable. Op- 
eration under a municipal license only, or the 
maintenance of a place of business open to the 
public during stipulated hours, is not as clearly 
indicative of merchant status as registration 
in the Mercantile Registry, although in these 
categories are numerous desirable commission 
agents . 


It ix believed that any commission agent 
who fails to meet one or more of the three 
stipulations set forth in Decree 3127 and 
who is unable by documents to establish 
that he does so and will maintain such 
qualification or qualifications, should not be 
regarded as a desirable connection by any 
American exporter. 


PRIVATE ENTERPRISE AND THE 
POINT IV PROGRAM 


Members have been mailed a copy of 
“Private Enterprise and the Point IV Pro- 
gram” containing recommendations of the 
Council concerning implementation of Pres- 
ident Truman's Point IV Program for as- 
sistance to underdeveloped countries. Copies 
of these recommendations, which have been 
approved by the NFTC Board of Directors, 
are being forwarded to appropriate govern- 
ment officials preparatory to further dis- 
cussions with them. 

Specific recommendations concerning ad- 
ministration of the program, the role of 
the United States and other countries par- 
ticipating in the program, and of private 
enterprise are set forth. The scope of “tech- 
nical cooperation,” the means by which it 
is to be furnished, and the need for crea- 
tion of a suitable environment for the 
growth of private enterprise abroad are 
considered. 

It is proposed that “technical cooperation” 
of the United States Government should 
consist of making available to foreign gov- 
ernments technical missions in such limited 


TIVITIES—Continued 

fields as health, sanitation, agriculture, and 
education in which the United States Gov- 
ernment has already demonstrated its com- 
petence. However, it is held that government 
missions should not supplant the function 
of private firms. The report notes that in- 
dustrial “know-how” is a commercial asset 
which has intrinsic value to private firms 
which possess it but it is usually an in- 
tegral part of the international movement of 
direct investment capital. 

If the proper environment is created, the 
bulk of the funds required for economically 
sound projects in foreign countries can be 
supplied through private sources, it is be- 
lieved. The Council does not recommend 
“guarantees,” or equity investment by the 
United States Government. 

In order to create the proper environment 
for private investment it is proposed that 
foreign participating governments adhere 
to conventions for the protection of indus- 
rial and intellectual property, and that the 
United States and the foreign governments 
‘onclude treaties for a minimum period of 
ten years. 


INTERNATIONAL CLAIMS 
SETTLEMENT ACT OF 1949 


NFTC has urged passage of the Interna- 
tional Claims Settlement Act of 1949 (S- 
1074 and companion bill H. R. 4406) pro- 
viding for the setting up of a commission 
to hear and adjudicate claims arising under 
the Yugoslav Claims Agreement of 1948 and 
similar agreements. 


PENDING TAX TREATIES 


Recommendations concerning the four 
tax conventions presently pending before 
the Senate and in particular provisions for 
mutual assistance in these tax treaties, are 
set forth in recent communications from 
NFTC to the Committee on Foreign Rela- 
tions of the Senate, and the Departments 
of State and Treasury. Copies of the letters 
are available to NFTC members on request 
(M-1708, 1709, 1710, 1711 and 1716). 


ARGENTINE CENTRAL BANK 
CIRCULAR 1106 RELATING TO 
IMPORTS 


The Argentine Central Bank on May 25 
issued Circular 1106 modifying the system 
of prior exchange permits and the list of 
products in the essential and less-essential 
import categories. Two new and expanded 
lists of goods, known as “A” and “B,” were 
announced, containing practically all items 
in earlier lists II (“prime necessity articles’’) 
and I (“articles of lesser priority’’) as stated 
in Central Bank Circular 1086, as well as 
certain additional items.

Synopsis of Recent Decisions

CLASSIFICATION DECISIONS 


SHORTAGE—UNEXAMINED CASE: Four 
cases of handkerchiefs were imported. Case 
913 was landed with a board broken and 
in bad order, and the customs inspector 
counted the contents, finding a considerable 
quantity short. Ten days after the delivery 
permit had been issued at the custom 
house, the importer’s truck driver presented 
it to the discharging inspector at the pier, 
and he thereupon received the pier cases, 
which included case 913. Public loaders put 
the cases on the truck, which proceeded to 


the importer’s warehouse. The truckman 
there delivered the three cases, and then 
noticed that case 912 had a loose bottom 


board, which he called to the attention of 
the importer’s receiving clerk. The latter 
at once, in the presence of the truckman, 
counted the contents of the case, and found 
that a quantity of the handkerchiefs was 
missing. The truckman immediately re- 
turned to the pier and attempted to have 
the case examined by the inspector, who 
refused. Many other truckmen were present 
at that time, all complaining about similar 
conditions of cases which they had deliv- 
ered from the same importing vessel. On 
liquidation allowance was made for the 
shortage in case 913, but allowance was 
denied for the shortage in case 912. The 
importer thereupon protested the refusal of 
the collector to allow for the latter short- 
age. The government claimed that the 
plaintiff failed to establish that there was 
any shortage in case 912 at the time it was 
landed in the United States, and contended 
also that the shortage should be inferred as 
occurring during the ten days between is- 
suance of the delivery permit and the pres- 
entation of same to the inspector. 

The Court found that case 912 was taken 


directly into customs custody at the time 
of discharge from the ship: that it was 
under the constant surveillance and per- 


sonal observation of the customs inspectors 
and guards until delivered to the importer’s 
truckman; that it was under the latter's 
constant observation until delivered to tha 
importer’s receiving clerk and counted and 
found short. The Court ruled that imported 
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merchandise is re- 
leased from cus- 
toms custody only 
upon presentation 
of a delivery permit, not upon the issuance 
thereof. The Court therefore concluded that 
the evidence established that at the time 
the case was unloaded from the vessel the 
merchandise missing therefrom was short 
to the extent claimed by the importer. The 
Court held that the plaintiff should not be 
assessed with duty upon merchandise which 
was not actually imported into the United 
States. (F. W. Woolworth Co. v. United 
States, Prot. 132581-K. Decided June 3, 1949, 
opinion by J. Johnson.)

SEGREGATION—CHOCOLATE IN BARS: 
Two thousand cases of chocolate bars were 
imported. Of one lot of 1300 cases, the cus- 
toms surveyor weighed the contents of 15; 
in a second lot of 350 cases, the surveyor 
weighed the contents of 6 cases; and in a 
third lot of 350 cases, the surveyor weighed 
all of the 





the contents of 6 cases. In cases 
weighed, the surveyor weighed the con- 
tents, i. e. the chocolate bars and pape- 
wrappers, and obtained the tares of the 
wrappers. The surveyor used these weigh .s 
to obtain the total weights of each of the 
three lots. On this basis, the collector con- 
cluded that each of the bars weighed less 
than ten pounds net. Six of the cases were 
sent to the appraiser, whose employees 
weighed the bars individually, finding that 


some of them weighed less than ten pound 

While others weighed ten pounds or more 
With respect to the small quantity weigh- 
ing ten pounds or over, the collector as- 
sessed duty at 2¢ per pound, and he im- 
posed duty on the balance at the rate of 20 
per cent, under the provisions of paragraph 
777(b) of the Tariff Act of 1930, as modified 
by the Netherlands Trade Agreement. T.D 
48075. Plaintiff protested, claiming that the 
entire shipment was properly dutiable at 2¢ 
per pound, except those bars found by the 
appraiser to weigh less than 10 pounds 
each, on the ground that the government 
weigher determined the average weight of

only 270 bars out of a total of 20,000, and 
that this was an inadequate method of de- 
termining the weight of the entire ship- 
ment. The government contended that th+ 
plaintiff failed to prove its claim that all 
the bars weighed 10 pounds or more eacn 
and that since it did not segregate those 
Weighing less than 10 pounds from the 
others, the highest rate of duty is appli- 
cable to all the merchandise. 

The cases were weighed in gross by a 
private weigher for the importer. The ap- 
praiser’s employee testified that it took him 
25 minutes to weigh the bars in two cases. 

The Court found that the importation 
consisted of some bars weighing 10 pounds 
or more and some weighing less, indiscrim- 
inately packed together. Section 508 of the 
Tariff Act of 1930 provides that where mer- 
chandise subject to different rates of duty 
is so mingled that the quantity of each 
class cannot be readily ascertained by cus- 
toms officials, the whole of such merchan- 
dise shall be subject to the highest rate of 
duty applicable, unless the importer segre- 
gates the goods within 10 days after entry. 


If the two commodities are readily sexg- 
regalWe, it is the duty of customs to sepa- 
rate them; otherwise the burden is upon 
the importer. The general rule is that “im- 


portations enormous in bulk and number 
containing partly free and partly dutiable 
xoods indiscriminately mingled together 
‘and requiring an army of officials to sepa- 


rate them,’ are subject in their entirety to 
the highest rate of duty applicable to any 
part thereof.” The Court added that “as a 


where the percentages 
of the commingled articles can be ascer- 
tained by simple tests of a sample, the 
goods are considered readily segregable, 
but where elaborate or lengthy processes 
are reauired, they are not.” The Court 
found that it would have taken 833 1/3 
hours to weigh all the bars in the ship- 
ment. and that the merchandise was not 
readily segregable. Inasmuch as the im- 
norter did not segregate the two commodi- 
ties, the highest rate of duty applicable to 
any part thereof is pronerly assessable 
against the entire shipment. (Geck Tradine 
Corporation v. United States, Prot. 131618-K. 
Decided June 16, 1949. opinion by J. Cline.)

The merchandise was cov- 
ered by two invoices, and entered under 
duress on one entry. With respect to the 
first invoice the collector issued a notice of 


appraisement and a decision in favor of the 
importer was rendered by the court. Upon 
liquidation, no allowance was made by the 
collector for the amount added under 
duress on the second invoice for the reason 
that the importer did not appeal to reap- 
praisement as to that invoice. The importer 
protested this action, claiming that no no- 
tice of appraisement was given as to the 
second invoice, as required by Section 501 
of the Tariff Act of 1930. The importer’s 
and his customs broker's records indicated 
that although a notice of appraisement was 
received by them for the first invoice, none 
Was received by them for the second in- 
voice. The government's evidence, based on 
records, was that a written notice of ap- 
praisement relating to the second invoice 
was sent to the importer and that this no- 


tice was not returned to the sender as 
undelivered. 
The Court decided that the ends of jus- 


tice would be best served by a finding that 
the plaintiff failed to receive a notice of 
appraisement as contemplated by the stat- 
ute and was therefore deprived of its right 
to appeal. “While we do not mean to be

GENERAL DEVELOPMENTS 


INTERNATIONAL TRADE ORGANIZA- 
TION — President Truman submitted the 
Havana Charter for an International Trade 
Organization to Congress on April 28, 1949, 
and recommended that, as an essential for- 
ward step in our foreign policy, the Con- 
gress should authorize the United States to 
accept membership in the Internatonal 
Trade Organization. The Charter was re- 
ferred to the Committee on Foreign Affairs 
of the House of Representatives, and to the 
Committee on Foreign Relations of the 
Senate. 


INTERNATIONAL COMMUNICATIONS — 
The United States is participating in the In- 
ternational Administrative Telephone and 
Telegraph Conference of the International 
Telecommunications Union which opened in 
Paris on May 18, 1949. The purpose of this 
conference is to revise the existing Interna- 
tional Telephone and Telegraph Regula- 
tions of Cairo 1938, which apply to the In- 
ternational operation and rates charged in 
these two fields. The United proposals, 
which were formulated by the Federal Com- 
munications Commissions and submitted to 
the Denartment of State for transmission to 
the conference, include provisions regarding 
the classification of messages and rates to 
be charged for them. Of interest to import- 
ers is the United States proposal to unify 
ordinary, code, and LC (deferred) messages 
at a rate which initially would be 75% of 
the present ordinary rate; and fixing the 


NLT (night letter) rate at 50% of the 75% 
rate. This would mean a decrease of 25% 
in the charge for full rate messages; an 


increase of 25% in code messages; an in- 
crease of 50% on LC messages; and an in- 
crease of 12%% on NLT letter messages. In 
addition, the FCC proposed an urgent rate 
at 1% times the rate for ordinary messages, 
with a minimum of six words per message; 
a minimum of eight words in ordinary mes- 
sages; and a 22-word minimum in night 
letters. The National Council of American 
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Importers has joined others in a strong pro- 
test to the Department of State against 
these recommendations of the Federal Com- 
munications Commission. 

The United States has proposed to the 
various British Commonwealth countries 
that a conference be held to revise the Ber- 
muda Telecommunications Agreement of 
1945 in order to remove the rate limitations 
contained in it. It is expected that such a 
conference may be held sometime this year. 


FRENCH FRANC—in T.D. 51989, the 
Bureau of Customs provided instructions 


for the use of the “official’ and “free” rates 
of the French franc for the purpose of as- 
sessing duty on merchandise exported trom 
France, Algeria, Tunisia, or Morocco on or 


after February 2, 1948. When that decision 
Was issued, the Federal Reserve Bank of 
New York had not yet determined the dual 


rates of the france for the dates on or after 
January 26, 1948, and prior to February 2, 
1948. Now, the Bank has certified rates for 
these dates, and the Bureau of Customs has 
issued T.D. 52201 to make the instructions 
in T.D. 51989 applicable to merchandise ex- 
ported on or after January 26, 1948. 


URUGUAYAN PESO—On April 29, 1949, 
the Bureau of Customs made public the in- 
structions it intends to issue to collectors 
of customs for the conversion of the Uru- 
uayan peso for customs purposes. When 
officially promulgated, these instructions 
will be followed by collectors in those cases 
involving merchandise exported from Uru- 
guay to the United States on or after June 
22, 1939, where appraisement has been with- 
held and liquidation suspended pending the 
determination of a proper rate or rates of 
the peso for the purpose of assessment of 
duties. 

FOREIGN TRADE ZONES—tThe Foreign 
Trade Zones Board announced on May 23, 
1949, that it will soon issue grants of au-

ported from China during the period from 


March 25, 1948, to August 19, 1948, both 
dates inclusive, is provided in T.D. 52211. 
On March 25, 1948, the Federal Reserve 


York temporarily discontinued 
certifying a rate for the yuan because it 
found that with respect to exports to the 
United States (and also with respect to the 
internal trade in China) different rates for 
the dollar existing in Shanghai, Tientsin 
and Canton. Now the Bank is prepared to 
certify the particular rate for the dollar 
prevailing in any one of these three cities 
for dates on or after March 25, 1948, and up 
to August 19, 1948. The rates for Tientsin 
also apply for exports from Peiping, Taku- 
bai, and Tsingtao; and the rates from Can- 
ton apply to Swatow as well. The rates to 
be certified are the single rates prevailing 
in these cities during the period mentioned. 
and for this reason, the problems of the ap- 
Dlication of multiple rates-is not involved 
here. The Bureau of Customs also indicates 
that the Federal Reserve Bank is consider- 
ing the rate or rates to be certified for the 
“gold yuan” which was introduced in China

on August 20, 1948. 

SIAMESE BAHT—T.D. 52013 of the Bu- 
reau of Customs, issued August 24, 1948, 
instructed collectors of customs to with-

hold appraisement 
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in cases where it was necessary to deter- 
mine the proper rate or rates of the Siam- 
ese baht for customs purposes in connec- 
tion with entries covering merchandise ex- 
ported from Siam to the United States on 
or after January 29, 1947. That decision 
also indicated that the Federal Reserve 
Bank of New York intended to certify for 
dates beginning on January 29, 1947, two 
rates for the baht, designated “official” and 
“free,” and collectors were instructed to use 
the higher of these rates in calculating de- 
posits of estimated duties. Now the Bureau 
of Customs has announced the instructions 
it intends to issue to collectors for the 
conversion of the baht in the case of en- 
tries pending as a result of the issuance of 


T.D. 52013, and in future entries. Before 
these instructions are promulgated. con- 
sideration will be given any relevant data, 
views, or arguments on this subject which 
are submitted in writing to the Commis- 
sioner of Customs, Bureau of Customs, 
Washington 25. D. D., and received by him 


not later than June 1, 1949. 


CUSTOMS ENTRIES FROM SPAIN—T.D. 
52212 of the Bureau of Customs instructs 
collectors of customs to withhold appraise- 
ment and to suspend liquidation of entries 
covering merchandise exported to the 
United States from Spain after December 
17, 1948, where it is necessary to determine 
the proper rate or rates of the Spanish 
peseta for customs purposes. For the pur- 
nose of calculating denosits of estimated 
duties only, that rate of the neseta will be 
used which yields the largest amount of 
dollars. 


IMPORT FREIGHT RATES — Effective 
May 15, 1949, merchandise in the New York 
Foreign Trade Zone or in a bonded ware- 
house in New York must be registered by 
importers or consignees with the Eastern 
Weighing and Inspection Bureau of the 
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Trunk Line Association, 143 Liberty Street, 
New York City, in order tg obtain the ad- 
vantage of import freight rates and other 
privileges where they apply. Such merchan- 
dise must be registered witnin 25 days from 
arrival of the steamer in the Port of New 
york, and it will be entitled to import 
status for a period of a year. 

FOREIGN FUNDS CONTROL—Effective 
as to the close of business May 31, 1949, the 





Federal Reserve Bank of New York will 
cease to act as fiscal agent of the United 
States for the Office of Alien Property, De- 


partment of Justice, in the administration of 
foreign funds control pursuant to Executive 
Orders No. 8389, as amended, and 9989. On 
and after June 1, 1949, all applications in- 
volving blocked property, and inquiries re- 
lating to such property, should be sent di- 


rectly to the Office of Alien Property, De- 
partment of Justice, 120 Broadway, New 


York 5, New York. All other inquiries relat- 
ing to foreign funds control should be sent 
directly to the Office of Alien Property, De-

The Federal Reserve Bank of New York 
will continue as custodian of securities

JAPAX—The Supreme Commander for the 
Allied Powers (SCAP) recently sent a 
memorandum to Boeki Cho (Board of 
Trade) regarding the letters of credit which 
buyers of Japanese merchandise establish 
SCAP has instructed the Boeki Cho to 
scrutinize letters of credit to determine 
whether they contain any clause or condi- 
tions which would tend to restrict the 
drawer in negotiating his drafts freely. In 
this memorandum, SCAP also points out 
that buyers have sometimes established 
letters of credit giving detailed descriptions 
of goods, in which no provision is made for 
any tolerance, and which negotiating banks 
are compelled to reject, if there is a slight 
variation Notable cases in this respect 
have been letters of credit for purchases of 
textiles where buyers specify details of con- 
struction including exact weight in yards 
per pound. Banks have refused to accept 
documents where the slightest variation in 
the actual weight of goods shinped has been

REAPPRAISEMENT DECISION 


TRADE AND QUANTITY DISCOUNTS— 
WATCH HANDS: Watch hands imported 
from Switzerland were entered at per se 
invoice prices, less varying discounts de- 
pending on the quantity purchased, plus 
majorations or increases of 10 and 14 per 
cent, less a trade or wholesaler’s discount 
of 25 per cent, less a cash discount of 5 per 
cent. In appraisal, the quantity discounts 
and the wholesaler’s discounts were not al- 
lowed. The importer appealed to reappraise- 
ment, claiming that those discounts should 
be deducted in order to arrive at the proper 
dutiable values. The testimony with respect 
to the quantity discounts was that they 
were allowed to all Swiss and foreign buv- 
ers, and ranged from 3 ner cent to 25 per 
cent, based upon svecified quantities from 5 
to 1000 gross. The trade or wholesaler's 
discounts ranged from 5 per cent to 25 per 
cent, and were based upon the classificati6n, 
character, reputation and standing of the 
purchaser 


The Court found that to allow the whole- 
saler’s discount would be a clear violation 
of the provisions of section 402 of the Tariff 
Act of 1930, inasmuch as it was not freely 
offered to all purchasers in the _ usual 
wholesale quantity and in the ordinary 
course of trade. In order to conform to the 
statute, “the discount must be offered to all 
purchasers in the usual wholesale quan- 
tities and in the ordinary course of trade 
A trade discount which is based upon and 
reflects only the character, reputation, and 
standing of the buver cannot, under the 
statute. be allowed.” 

The Court further found that the usual 
wholesale quantity was 5 gross of watch 
hands, and therefore decided that the 3 per 


cent quantity discount should be allowed 
with respect to those stvle numbers on 
which that discount was freely offered to

Beware of the “cut-rate artist’ who 
quotes a ridiculously low brokerage or for- 
warding fee. Always remember that al- 
though prices are falling in many fields, 
salaries have maintained a steadily rising 
trend. Salaries represent about 90% of the 


brokerage-forwarding business, 
this time should be viewed 
with suspicion. This is especially true since 
the current rates of responsible firms are 
substantially the same as they were in 1941

It is not unusual for a trader to learn too 
late that the low brokerage or forwarding 
fee becomes the most exvensive after the 
addition of other charges which the clever 


solicitor conveniently did not mention. 


In other cases the trader may find that 
through neglect or incompetence his broker 
or forwarder has exposed him to fines and 
penalties which, in one single instance, may 
cost him hundreds of times the few pennies 
he saved on reduced fees. 

The revised regulations of the Maritime 
Commission eliminate from ECA business 
the so-called forwarder who engages in the 
purchase and sale of merchandise, thus be- 
coming a competitor to his clients, but at 
present there is no such protection in pri- 
vate trade. Someday we may get it but 
until then the trader must protect himself. 

The CBFAA has long since recommended 
revised customs regulations to eliminate 
the subterfuges by which certain unquali- 
fied organizations engage in business as 
Customs Brokers. 

There are many other pitfalls, too numer- 
ous to mention in this limited space, but, 
as a primary precaution, I earnestly urge 
all traders to make a complete investiga- 
tion through all available channels before 
engaging a Custom House Broker or 
Freight Forwarder.

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INTERNATIONAL MAIL 

CHINA—Effective at once, the restricted service of Postal Union (regular) mails, 
surface and air, exclusive of parcel post, now in effect to the Provinces of Fukien, Kwang- 
tung and Kwangsi, China, is extended to include the Island of Taiwan (Formosa) except 
that in addition to regular mails, surface parcel post may be accepted for the. Island of 
Taiwan (Formosa) only. 

SPAIN—Streptomycin is admitted into Spain only if a license has been granted by 
the Spanish health authorities. It is understood that the license is granted without 
difficulty to the addressees of small shipments if the application is supported by certificates 
from two physicians. 

ISRAEL—Effective at once, mail for the State of Israel may include articles addressed 
to any place in the former mandated territory of Palestine except places now under 
Arab control. The places in Arab-controlled Palestine are: Jenin, Jericho, Jerusalem, 
Nablus, Ramallah, and Tulkarem. Although Jerusalem is listed as being in Arab-con- 
trolled Palestine, mail addressed ‘Jerusalem, via Israel" will be accepted and dispatched 
to Israel. 

MEXICO—The Postal Administration of Mexico has advised that, effective May 27, 
1949, c.o.d. charges for registered c.o.d. articles originating in this country will be 
collected at the rate of 8 pesos for one dollar. It is therefore advisable that prospective 
mailers compute c.o.d. charges in accordance with the new rate of conversion furnished 
by Mexico. 

KOREA—Effective June 1, 1949, a further reduction of four cents per pound will be 
made in the postage rate on “U.S.A. Gift Parcels’ addressed for delivery in Korea. The 
reduction in postage is possible by reason of agreement between the Government of Korea 
and the Economic Cooneration Administration to waive the terminal credits normally 
charged this Department on parcel post packages. On and after June 1, the postage rate 
on “U.S.A. Gift Parcels” for Korea will be six cents a pound or fraction. 

FRANCE—Parcels addressed for delivery in France should not be fastened by means of 
wire, but use may be made of straps not having sharp edges, tightly fastened so that no 
sharp ends or corners are exposed, 

PHILIPPINES-——Letters, letter packages, post cards, commercial papers, printed matter, 
samples of merchandise, small packets and combination packages are now accepted for 
registration to all places in the Republic of the Philippines. The registry fee is 25 cents. 

NIGERIA—Import licenses must be obtained by the addressees in Nigeria for all parcels, 
except bona-fide unsolicited gifts. The words “Unsolicited Gift’ must be plainly marked on 
the wrapper and customs declaration of every such parcel 

PANAMA—For shipments of a commercial nature for Panama, the sender must prepare 
four copies of a commercial invoice and send them to the addressee under separate cover. 
each copy must bear the following declaration in Spanish, signed by the sender: “Conste 
bajo la gravedad del juramento, con la firma puesta al pie de esta declaraci6n, que todos y 
cada uno de los datos expresados en esta factura son exactos y verdaderos, y que la suma 
total declarada es la misma en que se han vendido las mercaderias”. (It is declared, under 
oath, by the signature at the end of this declaration, that each and everyone of the state- 
ments made in this invoice is correct and true, and that the total amount declared therein 
is that for which the goods were sold.) 

MEXICO—The Postal Administration of Mexico has advised that, effective Jwne 6, 
1949, c.o.d. charges for registered c.o.d. articles originating in this country will be col- 
lected at the rate of 8.60 pesos for one dollar. It is therefore advisable that prospective

mailers compute c.o.d. charges in accordance with the new rate of conversion furnished by 
Mexico. 

SIAM NOW KNOWN AS THAILAND—The country heretofore known as Siam is now 
officially called Thailand. . 

GUAM—Certain articles imported into Guam, Marianas Islands, are subject to a local 
tax and it is necessary that all parcels originating in the United States or at points where 
the domestic service is in operation addressed to Guam, Guam be accompanied with customs 
declaration forms. No parcel and/or commercial shipment addressed for delivery at Guam, 
Guam will be accepted for mailing unless accompanied with customs declaration Form 
2966, which form may be obtained at any post office. 

JAPAN—Effective at once, mail articles for Japan may contain checks, drafts, payment 
orders, or other credit or financial instruments. Currency is still prohibited.

IMPORTERS IN SURINAM TO BE DENIED IMPORT LICENSES 


The Director of Economic Affairs of Surinam has announced that beginning July 1, 
1949, a list of local importers to whom import licenses will be denied will be compiled, 
according to the American Consulate in Paramaribo. The list will include those who: (a) 
Order goods abroad and do not pay the drafts covering such shipments within three months 
after the due date; (b) allow goods to be returned by order of the exporter for non-payment 
of the draft; (ce) allow goods to be sold at public auction to pay Customs charges for ware- 
housing; (d@) repeatedly place orders abroad without first obtaining an import license. The 
register will be assembled from unpaid drafts at the Paramaribo bank and from lists of 
goods placed in bonded warehouses by the Customs Department. New names will be added 
whenever the Director of Economic Affairs considers it necessary or advisable. 

The names of the importers in question will be forwarded to various points including 
the Netherlands Consulate General in New York, and will be divulged only upon written 
request. 


EXPORT CONTROLS EASED AS SUPPLY SITUATION IMPROVES 

Critical shortages caused by wartime dislocations which made necessary the continu- 
ance of a handful of controls under the Second Decontrol Act of 1947 have now been 
largely overcome, Secretary of Commerce Charles Sawyer said in his recent quarterly 
report to the President and Congress on administration of the Second Decontrol Act and the 
Export Control Act of 1949. Secretary Sawyer announced, however, that because of the 
recent interruption of production in Bolivia which threatens the supply of tin and tin ores, 
he is recommending continuance of the authority over tin and tin products to safeguard 
the strategic stockpile and the national economy, while the supply is threatened by such 


interruptions.

RELAX REGULATIONS COVERING ENTRY OF TOURISTS IN 
U. S. ZONE OF GERMANY 


The Office of International Trade has been notified by military authorities of the relaxa- 
tion of regulations covering the entry of tourists into the U. S. Zone of Germany. 

OIT officials welcomed the action as a constructive step in encouraging travel and 
facilitating increased trade in the Zone. Under the relaxed regulations, tourists may now 
enter the U. S. Zone if they submit, with their application and fee for a military permit, a 
signed statement that they will have in their possession at the time of entry, an amount 
in U. S. travelers checks or letter of credit equivalent to at least $4.50 for each ‘day of stay. 
This amount must be converted into Deutsche marks upon entry into the Zone. Previously, 
tourists desiring to travel in the U. S. Zone of Germany were required to procure prepaid 
reservations covering the proposed visit before applying for a military permit. Forms 
for the statement required under the new simplified provisions are available from trans- 
portation companies and travel agencies. 


DOCUMENTS REQUIRED FOR IRANIAN CUSTOMS CLEARANCE 


The Iranian Customs Administration issued a notice that as of April 22, 1949, importers 
must submit the following documents for the clearance of goods from Customs: (a) 
Import declaration, two copies, one of which must be stamped; (b) original invoice and 
two copies; one copy of the invoice must be certified by the Translation Office of the 
Ministry of Justice in Tehran or (if presented) in the provinces, by the representative of 
the Ministry of National Economy; (e) specification of bales and parcels; for different 
goods, certain textiles, drugs and haberdasheries, specification in detail is required other- 
wise customs authorities are authorized to open and inspect all parcels; (da) certificate of 
origin; (e) the (Iranian) bank’s declaration concerning the sale of exchange for goods 
purchased by a transfer of exchange; on goods arriving without transfer of exchange, 
for which no bank declaration can be presented, c.i.f. price will be determined by customs’ 
assessment in comparing the goods with similar goods on the market; (f) copy of the 
Bill of Lading; and (g) Import license.

TRADE WITH E.C.A. COUNTRIES 
April, 1949 

The Bureau of the Census, Department of Commerce, announced that general imports 
from E.C.A. countries in Europe declined from $78.4 million in March to $57.6 million in 
April compared with a monthly average of $78.6 million during the first quarter of 1949. 
Total exports to these countries dropped from $399.0 million in March to $381.3 million in 
April compared to the monthly average of $371.7 million for January-March. Countries 
which showed the greatest decreases in imports from March to April were the United 
Kingdom from $22.8 to $14.1 million and Belgium and Luxembourg from $11.0 to $6.2 mil- 
lion. Exports to the Netherlands dropped from $34.5 million in March to $26.9 million in 
April, or to a level slightly above the 1948 monthly average of $26.0 million. 

Exports te the E.C.A. countries in Asia rose from $18.7 million in March to $28.2 mil- 
lion in April while imports from these countries increased from $11.8 to $13.4 million. Ex- 
ports to and imports from these countries during April were slightly under the 1948 
monthly averages of $28.5 million and $14.2 million respectively. [F. T. 951.]

IN-TRANSIT SHIPMENTS AND SHIPPER’S EXPORT DECLARATION 
FOR IN-TRANSIT GOODS 


The Office of International Trade has recently announced the following changes in 
the use of the In-Transit Shipper’s Export Declaration (Commerce Form 7513). (See C.E.B. 
No. 529.) 

(1) While the form is an export control document subject to the regulations of the 
Office of International Trade, only the name of the Bureau of the Census appears thereon 
at present. However, when the form is next revised, the name of the Office of International 
Trade will be shown at the top of the form in addition to the Bureau of the Census. 

(2) Effective July 1, 1949, in addition to the information now required to be shown on 
the | ae the following additional information will be required by the Office of International 
Trade. 

(a) The name and address of the intermediate consignee in a foreign destination, if 
any, must be shown below the description of the commodities across column 1-6. 

(b>) Underneath the name and address of the intermediate consignee, also within 
columns 1-6, the following statement must be made: 

“None of the merchandise described herein is of the growth, production, or manufacture 
of the United States.”

JEIA RULES ON AGENTS ACCOUNTS IN GERMANY 

The Joint Export Import Agency announced that shipping agents operating in 
Germany may now open and miintain bank accounts for their foreign principals. Such 
accounts, known as agents accounts, will enable ships’ agents, brokers, freight forwarders 
and transport agents to effect payment for pilotage, towage, port dues and other opera- 
tional charges. Shipping agents will also be permitted to pay out cash amounts in 
Deutsche Marks for shore money of ships crews and for ships husbandry. 

These ayents accounts must be established in an Aussenhandelsbank and will be 
maintained in Deutsche Marks only, although agents are permitted, without special per- 
mission, to transter amounts to their foreign principals in the appropriate foreizn cur- 
rency. Such transfers, however, can only be made to firms in the United States, Canada, 
aud countries with which Germany has payments agreements. German exporters and 
importers may pay amounts due for freight and other charges directly into such accounts 
through the medium of their own Aussenhandelsbanken 

These banking facilities are available to German shipping agents and non-German 
auvents of foreign companies operating in Germany, providing the companies are located 
in countries which allow reciprocal facilities to German shipping. The agents accounts 
are not subject to the provisions of Military Government Laws No. 52 (Blocking and 
Control of Property) and 53 (Foreign Exchange Control). (J3.1.1.A.) 


EXPORTERS SUSPENDED 

Four exporters, together with various associated firms and individuals, have had 
their export license privileges suspended for violation of export control regulations. 

Those affected are E, A. Bromund Co., and its president, Jesse F. Bromund, New York 
City; Peter K. Semadis. doing business as Semadis and Co., New York City; Murray M. 
Nelson, individually and operating as Murray M. Nelson Inc., and Nelson’s Trading House, 
New York City; and Nicholas R. Benedetti, doing business as Pan Pacific Trading Co., 
San Francisco 

Three of the suspensions, affecting Murray M. Nelson, the Pan Pacific Trading Co. 
and Semadis and Co., run for the duration of export control although in the first two 
provision is made for subsequent petition for a lifting of the suspension. In the case 
of the Bromund Co., the period of suspension expires June 30, 1949. 

While the suspension orders are in effect, those covered may not secure or use 
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export licenses, including general licenses, and all outstanding licenses held by them 
are revoked. These suspensions apply not only to the named parties but also to any 
other business concerns in whose names they may operate or in which they may be a 
partner or have a controlling interest.

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ABSTRACTS OF UNPUBLISHED DECISIONS 


CLASSIFICATION 
Alterations.—-Seed exported to be cleaned, screened and repacked, and returned in new 
bags, is subject to duty pursuant to paragraph 1615 (g), Tariff Act of 1930, as amended, 
on the cost of the alterations, including the cost of the bags, at a rate to be determined 
by dividing the amount of duty which would have accrued on the imported seed at the 
specific rate of duty applicable to such seed by the total appraised value of the importation 
as defined in section 402, Tariff Act of 1930, as amended. Bureau letter to collector of 
customs, Louisville, Ky., April 22, 1949.

DOCUMENTATION OF VESSELS 
Title, Passage of on sale by legal process.—As a general proposition when a vessel is 
sold at an execution sale or at a judicial sale, the title to the vessel is not vested in the 
court or the Government, which the court represents, and the court's officers merely act as 
the agent of the debtor or former owner in conveying title to the purchaser. When a 
vessel is forfeited for a breach of law, however, title is vested in the Government itself by 
virtue of the decree of condemnation and forfeiture, which decree has the effect of passing 
title. In the latter case, a certified copy of the decree shall be required. Bureau letter to 
collector of customs, Juneau, Alaska, April 19, 1949.

Appraisement withheld at the request of the importer.—A test case for the purpose 
of filing a duress entry is not considered to have been available for citation within the 
meaning of section 14.3 (g) (4), Customs Regulations of 1943, unless the importer could 
have determined by reasonable and diligent inquiry at or immediately before the time of 
entry that such test case was available for citation in a duress certificate.

CLASSIFICATION 

Fresh, chilled, or frozen beef lungs and spleens and other fresh, chilled, or frozen offal, 
except edible animal livers, kidneys, tongues, hearts, sweetbreads, tripe, and brains, are 
dutiable at the rate of 6 cents per pound but not less than 20 per cent ad valorem under 
paragraph 706, Tariff Act of 1930, regardless of the use to which they are put, provided 
they are edible. Such lungs, spleens, or other animal offal, when rendered inedible by the 
application of a suitable denaturant, are dutiable at the rate of 5 per cent ad valorem as 
non-enumerated raw or unmanufactured articles under paragraph 1558, as modified. If 
such meat is ground and made inedible by the addition of a denaturant, such as bone meal, 
it is dutiable at the rate of 20 per cent ad valorem as a nonenumerated manufactured 
article under paragraph 1558. If any such offal is a waste residue which, after removal 
from the carcass, is so handled that it deteriorates and becomes inedible because of partial 
decomposition, it is dutiable at the rate of 7% per cent ad valorem as a waste, not specially 
provided for, under paragraph 1555, as modified, following Abstract 52920. Bureau letter 
to collector of customs, St. Albans, Vermont, May 12, 1949.

Wooden containers.—Any containers described in the provision of paragraph 412 of 
the Tariff Act of 1930, as modified, for ‘boxes, crates, fruit-picking trays, and similar con- 
tainers,” which are of types chiefly used in the United States for agricultural purposes such 
as the planting or harvesting of orchard, field, or garden crops, and the shooks for making 
any such containers are entitled to free entry under paragraph 1604 of the tariff act.

MISCELLANEOUS 

Manipulating distilled spirits by reducing in proof.—Imported distilled spirits manipu- 
lated in customs bonded warehouse, class 8, by being reduced in proof, shall be tax-paid 
upon withdrawal as follows: (1) Imported above proof and reduced in proof not to a point 
below proof, will be subject to internal-revenue tax on the basis of the proof gallons con- 
tained in the reduced product withdrawn from customs bond after manipulation; (2) im- 
ported at or above proof and reduced to below proof will be subject to internal-revenue 
tax on the wine gallons withdrawn, after reduction, from customs bond; (3) imported at 
below pr@of and further reduced in proof will be subject to internal-revenue tax on the 
wine gallons withdrawn, after reduction, from customs bond. 

As this ruling will result in the assessment of higher internal-revenue taxes than have 
heretofore been assessed under an established and uniform practice, it shall be applied only 
to manipulated distilled spirits withdrawn for consumption from a manipulation warehouse 
after June 26, 1949.

GROSS WEIGHT IN POUNDS NO LONGER REQUIRED ON ENTRIES 
ON CUSTOMS FORMS 


The Bureau of the Census, Department of Commerce, has informed this Bureau that 
gross weight in pounds is no longer required for statistical purposes on entries on customs 
Forms 7501, 7502, or 7512 for importations by truck, mail, or rail. Therefore, gross weights 
shall no longer be required in such cases. Customs Forms 7501, 7502, and 7512 will be 
amended when next reprinted so as to include an appropriate footnote to this effect. 

Please see to it that importers and others concerned are appropriately notified. [C/L

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CUSTOMS INSTITUTES WOOL SAMPLE PLAN 


New York customs officials notified importers of South American wool that a list of 
shipper’s individual package weights must be submitted for each consignment in order to 
facilitate handling under the plan for scientific control sampling and weighing recently 
announced by the Bureau of Customs in Washington. 

Foreign sellers’ weight specifications must accompany entry papers submitted at the 
Customs House in connection with clearance of each consignment of wool. The new regu- 
lations are effective immediately. 

The specifications will be affixed to each customs permit when it is sent to the steam- 
ship piers to provide customs weighers with necessary information in checking on the 
dutiable weight. The weighing plan adopted by the Customs Bureau is designed to per- 
mit more effective use of customs manpower and to expedite unloading of cargoes. The 
plan will also apply to raw sugar, cigarette tobacco and certain other bulk products. 

In place of the 100 per cent weighing which has been required in the past, the new sys- 
tem calls for a predetermined number of samples to be weighed out of a cargo as a basis 
for determining the total weight by a mathematical calculation. Complete weighing is 
optional in each instance, however, in order to avoid any loss of Federal revenue. 


Page 930 FLAXSEED 

There is published below for your information and guidance the President’s proclama- 
tion of May 31, 1949, proclaiming the termination of the abnormal situation in respect of 
the trade in flaxseed which is referred to in item 762 of Schedule [I annexed to the trade 
agreement with Uruguay (T.D. 50786) and item 762 of Schedule II annexed to the trade 
agreement with Argentina (T.D. 50504). ; 

You will note that, by virtue of this Proclamation, the rate of duty assessable under 
paragraph 762 of the Tariff Act of 1930, as modified, on flaxseed entered, or withdrawn 
from warehouse, for consumption on and after June 30, 1949, will be increased from 32% 
cents to 50 cents per bushel of 56 pounds. [T.D. 52235.]

Argentine Government is referred to instead of with the Government of the Oriental 
Republic of Uruguay; and 
WHEREAS the aforesaid Trade Agreements are now in force; 
NOW, THEREFORE, with a view to making applicable to flaxseed the rate of duty of 
50 cents per bushel of 56 pounds on the thirtieth day following this proclamation, as 
provided for in said Trade Agreements, I, HARRY S. TRUMAN, President of the United 
States of America, acting under the authority vested in me by the Constitution and 
statutes, including section 350 of the Tariff Act of 1930, as amended, and after consultation 
with the Government of the Oriental Republic of Uruguay and with the Argentine Govern- 
ment, do proclaim that the abnormal situation in respect of the trade in flaxseed which is 
referred to in the aforementioned trade agreement provisions has terminated.

Amendment of size-age limitations requirements of nursery stock, plant, and 
seed quarantine 

On January 13, 1949, there was published in the Federal Register (14 F. R. 184), a 
notice of proposed amendment of a regulation supplemental to Quarantine No. 37 relating 
to nursery stock, plants, and seeds (7 CFR § 319.37-18; 13 F. R. 4273) under section 1 of 
the Plant Quarantine Act of 1912, as amended (7 U. S. C. Sup. I 154). Also, on February 1, 
1949, there was further published in the Federal Register (14 F. R. 444) a notice extending 
through February 15, 1949, the time for filing comments regarding the proposed amend- 
ment. After due consideration of all relevant matters presented, including the proposals 
set forth in the notice and pursuant to said section 1 of the Piant Quarantine Act, 
§ 319.37—-18 is hereby amended to read as follows: 

$ 319.37-18 Size-Age Limitations.—(a) Except as provided in this paragraph, all 
restricted trees and shrubs to be imported shall be limited to the youngest and smallest, 
normal, clean, and healthy plants which can be successfully freed from soil about their 
roots, transported to the United States, and established. The inspector may use as a 
maximum size criterion in enforcing this limitation the normal size of plants no more 
than two years of age when they have Leen grown from seeds or cuttings, or having no 
more than one year’s growth after severance from the parent plant when produced by 
layers, or having no more than two seasons’ growth from the bud or graft when they have 
been produced by budding or grafting, except that the maximum size criterion for rhodo- 
dendrons (including azalea) or other genera or species of similar slow growth habit shall 
be the normal size of plants no more than three years of age when they have been grown 
from seeds or cuttings, or having no more than three years’ growth from the bud or graft, 
or no more than two years’ growth after severance in the case of layers. The size-age 
limitation shall not apply to naturally dwarf or miniature forms not exceeding 12 inches 
in height from the soil line nor to artificially dwarfed forms of the character popular in 
parts of the Orient. Whenever the importer makes a showing with his application for 
permit, satisfactory to the inspector responsible, that importation of a larger plant, such 
as, for example, a specimen plant, is necessary, and if in the opinion of the inspector such 
larger plant may be imported under conditions prescribed in the permit without added 
risk of pest entry, the inspector may authorize an exception to the limitation of this 
paragraph and shall specify the exception in the permit. 
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(b) Herbaceous perennials which are usually imported in the form of root crowns 
or clumps shall be limited to one-year-old plants produced from single propagating units, 
or, when consisting of divided clump material, such as Astilbe, to divisions comparable to 
one-year-old plants produced from single propagating units. 

ec) Whenever the Chief of Bureau shall find that plants of any kinds, classes, or 
growth habit, when limited in size and age as set forth in paragraphs (a), and (b) of this 
section, are too young and small successfully to be freed of soil transported, and estab- 
lished in the United States, he may set forth in administrative instructions other criteria 
for the size-age limitation of such plants. ; 

(a) Except as provided in this paragraph, only seeds may be imported in the case of 
forest trees, species of any plants used for understocks, and woody ornamental plants 
that are botanical species or botanical varieties and which grow true from seed. The 
inspector responsible may issue a permit authorizing in advance the importation of plants 
rather than seeds of such species and varieties specified in this paragraph whenever the 
importer makes a showing with his application for permit, satisfactory to the inspector, 
that the plant desired cannot be produced from seed because either (1) they are variations 
which are reproduced by vegetative means only or (2) it is impossible or impracticable to 
import viable seed. ¥ 

(e) Restricted plant material arriving in the United States contrary to any limitation 
provided in this section may be refused entry. 

This amendment shall be effective April 15, 1949. ; 

The purpose of this amendment is (1) to define more clearly the criterion to be 
followed on size-age limitations for herbaceous perennials, (2) to bring the criterion to be 
used as to size and age of rhododendrons (including azaleas) or other genera or species of 
similar slow growth habit produced from seeds, cuttings, buds, grafts, and layers into 
more exact agreement with the intent outlined in the original regulation, (3) to confine 
to woody plants the requirements as to importation of seeds of species or varieties which 
grow true from seed, and (4) to more specifically prescribe the modification that can be 
made by administrative instructions of the Chief of Bureau. It is believed that the pro- 
visions of this amendment involve no additional risk of pest entry and that it carries out 
the basic thought of limiting imports of nursery stock “to the youngest and smallest, 
normal, clean, and healthy plants which can be successfully freed from soil about their 
roots, transported to the United States, and established.” Done at Washington, D. C., this 
llth day of March, 1949. 





The appended copy of Circular, B. E. P. Q. No 576, entitled “Administrative In- 
structions Exempting Certain Articles From Requirements of Nursery Stock, Plant, 
and Seed Quarantine,” issued by the acting chief, Bureau of Entomology and Plant 
Quarantine, United States Department of Agriculture, effective March 15, 1949, is 
published for the information and guidance of customs officers and others concerned. 
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The number of this Treasury Decision shall be inserted as a marginal reference for 
sections 12.10, 12.11 (a), and 12.12 (a), Customs Regulations of 1943. [T.D. 52218.] 


Administrative instructions exempting certain articles from requirements of 
nursery stock, plant, and seed quarantine 

On February 11, 1949, there was published in the Federal Register (14 F. R. 627), a 
notice of proposed issuance of administrative instructions as authorized in the first proviso 
of Nursery Stock, Plant, and Seed Quarantine No. 37 (7 CFR 319.37 (a), 13 F. R. 4267) to 
exempt certain articles from some of the requirements of the regulations supplemental to 
that quarantine (7 CFR 319.37-1 et seq.; 13 F. R. 4268). After due consideration of all 
relevant matters presented, including the proposals set forth in the notice, and pursuant to 
the said proviso, administrative instructions are hereby issued as follows: 

8 319.37-2a Administrative instructions exempting certain restricted articles from some 
of the requirements of the Nursery Stock, Plant, and Seed Quarantine Regulations.— 
Pursuant to the first proviso of Nursery Stock, Plant, and Seed Quarantine No. 37 (7 CFR 
319.37 (a), 13 F. R. 4267) the following articles are hereby exempted from the requirements 
of the regulations specified below, which are supplemental to that quarantine: 

Restricted plant material (except Aglaonema) for food, analytical, medicinal or manu- 
facturing purposes, enterable under § 319.37-2, is hereby exempted from the notice of ar- 
rival requirements of § 319.37-11. 

All grains and cereals from Canada which are restricted plant material enterable under 
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§ 319.37-2 are hereby exempted from the provisions of §§ 319.37-7, 319.37-8, 319.37-9, 
319.37-11, 319.37-15, and 319.37-16, relating respectively to costs and charges, inspection, 
treatment, notice of arrival, freedom from soil, and approved packing materials. 

These instructions shall be effective March 15, 1949. 

The purpose of these instructions is to permit the importation of the above-specified 
articles without compliance with certain requirements and conditions that are unnecessary 
insofar as entry of these types of plant material is concerned. Waiver of the notice of 
arrival requirements of § 319.37-11 of the regulations relating to importations for food, 
analytical, medicinal, or manufacturing purposes is feasible because equivalent information 
can be obtained from other available documents. Also existing conditions as to the pest 
risk involved in the importation of grains and cereals from Canada make it safe to relieve 
the above specified requirements. 

Since these administrative instructions relieve restrictions, they are within the ex- 
ception in section 4 (c) of the Administrative Procedure Act (5 U. S. C. 1003 (c)) and may 
properly be made effective less than 30 days after their publication in the Federal Register. 
Done at Washington, D. C., this 2nd day of March, 1949.

LOS ANGELES AND SEATTLE GETS TRADE ZONES 


Grants of authority for the establishment of two additional foreign-trade zones on 
the Pacific coast, one at Los Angeles and the other at Seattle, will soon be issued by the 
Department of Commerce. 

Approval of these new zones was granted at a recent meeting of the Foreign-Trade 
Zones Board, consisting of the Secretaries of Commerce, Treasury and Army. Applications 
from these two regions were considered then. 

° The site proposed for the Los Angeles zone occupies a part of Municipal Pier No. 1, 
Jneluding Berth 60 and a section of Municipal Warehouse No. 1, located between the main 
channel and the east channel of Los Angeles-Long Beach harbor. 

The area reserves for the Seattle zone comprises warehouses and other buildings on 
the west margin of the east waterway, known as East Waterway Terminal. This waterway 
opens directly onto Elliot Bay, Seattle’s open harbor on Puget Sound. 

The Foreign-Trade zone at Los Angeles will be operated by the Board of Harbor Com- 
missioners, and the Seattle zone by the Port of Seattle Commission.

Note.—In general, Customs Drawback refers to the refund of 99 percent of the duties 
paid on merchandise which has remained continuously in bonded warehouses or in the 
custody or control of customs officers which had been withdrawn for exportation within 
a period of three years, and in the case of grain for ten months. Drawback is also allowable 
upon the exportation of articles manufactured or produced in the United States with the 
use of imported merchandise; meats cured with imported salts; flavoring extracts; medicina) 
or toilet preparations manufactured in the United States with the use of domestic alcohol 
on which internal revenue tax has been paid; supplies for vessels manufactured or pro- 
duced with the use of imported materials or domestic tax paid alcoho) and articles on 
which processing or excise tax has been paid.

SALES OF SYNTHETIC ORGANIC CHEMICALS 
In 1947 the sales value of synthetic organic chemicals and their raw materials produced 
in the United States reached a record of two and one-half billion dollars, according to a 
final report released by the United States Tariff Commission. In 1947 the quantity of pro- 
duction (38 billion pounds) and the quantity of sales (26.4 billion pounds) were also greater 
than in any previous year. On the basis of sales value, the most important groups of 
synthetic organic chemicals produced in 1947 were plastics materials, medicinals, and 
elastomers (synthetic rubbers). A preliminary report covering 1947 was issued previously. 
Copies of the report, Synthetic Organic Chemicals, United States Production and Sales, 
1947 (Report No. 162, Second Series), may be purchased from the Superintendent of Docu- 
ments, Government Printing Office, Washington 25, D. C., at 45 cents each. 


U. S. PRODUCTION OF COAL-TAR DYES 

The United States Tariff Commission has released preliminary statistics on United 
States production and sales of coal-tar dyes in 1948. This release, the first of a series 
giving preliminary statistics on 1948 production and sales of synthetic organic chemicals, 
shows the production and sales of individual dyes grouped by Colour Index number and by 
Foreign Prototype number, as well as production and sales by chemical class and class 
of application. The report also includes statistics on azoic dyes and their components.

U. S. PRODUCTION OF ELASTOMERS (SYNTHETIC RUBBER)

prene (Neoprene), Polyvinyl, and miscellaneous elastomers.

TARIFF ON CHAMPAGNE 


In July, 1948, the question of the dutiable status of champagne arose at the Bureiu of 
Customs. The internal revenue tax on champagne is based on a half-pint or fraction thereof. 
In other words, a standard bottle ot French champagne holding 26 ounces pays an inter- 
nal revenue tax on the basis of 4 half-pints. Thus, a case of champagne pays the internal 
revenue tax on the basis of 3 gallons although the actual content is approximately 2.43 
gallons. 

The question of whether the tariff should be collected on the half-pint basis and frac- 
tion thereof, or on the gallonage basis was submitted to the Bureau of Customs by various 
collectors of customs. As a result, the Bureau of Customs ordered that all liquidation of 
entries of champagne be halted until a decision was reached. This matter was discussed 
with officials of the Bureau of Customs a number of times by the Association. We are 
pleased to advise that under date of May 16, 1949, the Association was informed that for 
the purpose of calculating the duty, the actual number of gallons involved would be used, 
and not the number of half-pints or fraction thereof. (Letter No. 166.) 


CHAMPAGNE DUTIABLE VALUE 

Under the trade agreement provisions which went into effect on January 1, 1948, the 
tariff on champagne was set at $1.50 per gallon on champagne valued at more than $6.00 
per gallon and $2.00 per gallon on champagne valued at not more than $6.00 per gallon. 
Section 402 of the Tariff Act of 1930 defines the value of imported merchandise and pro- 
vides amone other things that it shall be the foreign value or the export value, whichever 
is higher. There have been some precedents indicating that where the home market value 
is higher because of the inclusion in the value of certain taxes, such taxes should be used 
for determination of the value of the imported merchandise. The split duty on champagne 
exemplifies a novel idea in United States tariffs. It is rare to find low-valued merchandise 
taxed at a higher rate than more valuable merchandise of the same general class. 

The Bureau of Customs has been conducting an investigation on the home market 
value of French champagne. Under date of March 14, 1949, it advised Customs offices that 
the production tax imposed by the French Government should not be included in determin- 
ing home market value, since apparently a change in French law permits the production 
tax to be refunded in the case of exports. (Letter No. 166.) 


DOMESTIC FREIGHT RATES FOR IMPORTED MERCHANDISE 


Mr. Carl P. Greeley, a member of the freight and Insurance Committee of the Asso- 
ciation, has advised it that effective May 15, 1949, importers should comply with the new 
railroad regulations governing freight rates on imported merchandise moved out of bonded 
warehouses in New York on from the New York Foreign Trade Zone. Mr. Greeley calls 
the attention of importers to the fact that the 25-day period for registration begins with 
the date of the arrival of the vessel in the port, and not with the date it was cleared with 
the Customs authorities. Merchandise placed in either customs bonded warehouse or the 
Foreign Trade Zone will have to be registered with the Eastern Weighing and Inspection 
Bureau of the Trunk Line Association within 25 days. Such merchandise will then be en- 
titled to import status with the railroads for one yvear from the date the vessel arrived. 
Failure to register the freight will deprive the shipper or consignee of the benefits of

IMPORTATION OF DISTILLED SPIRITS AND WINES 


1. On October 29, 1948, notice of proposed rule making regarding the rates of tax 
applicable to liqueurs, cordials, and similar compounds; flavored wines; and other com- 
pounds and preparations, was published in the Federal Register (13 F.R. 6356). 

2. After consideration of all such relevant matter as was presented by interested 
persons regarding the proposal, sections 191.8 and 191.9 of Regulations 21 (26 CFR, 191.8 
and 191.9) are amended to read as follows: 

Section 191.8 Liqueurs, cordials, and similar compounds.—Liqueurs, cordials and simi- 
lar compounds, containing distilled spirits, in customs bonded warehouse or imported 
into the United States are subject to an internal revenue tax, when withdrawn, at the 
rate of $9 per proof gallon, or wine gallon when below proof, and a proportionate tax 
at a like rate on all fractional parts of such proof or wine gallon. Fortified or unfortified 
wines, containing not over 24 per centum of alcohol by volume, to which sweetening or 
flavoring materials, but no distilled spirits, have been added are not classified as liqueurs, 
cordials, or similar compounds, but are considered to be flavored wines only and are 
subject to internal revenue tax at the rates applicable to wines. (Secs. 2800 as amended, 
3030 as amended, 3176, I. R. C.) 

Sec. 191.9 Rate of tax on ether compounds and preparations.—Compounds and prepara- 
tions, other than those specified in section 191.8, containing distilled spirits, which are fit 
for beverage purposes, in customs bonded warehouse or imported into the United States 
are subject to internal revenue tax at the rate of $9 per proof gallon, or wine gallon 
when below proof, and a proportionate tax at a like rate on all fractional parts of such 
proof or wine gallon. Compounds and preparations, containing fortified or unfortified 
wine, but no distilled spirits, which are fit for beverage purposes and which are sold as 
wine, are subject to internal revenue tax at the rates applicable to wines. (Secs. 2800 
as amended, 3030 as amended, 3176, I. R. C.) 

3. These amendments are designed to correct the regulations to conform to the intend- 
ment of section 3030 (a)(2) of the Internal Revenue Code (26 U.S.C., 3030 (a)(2)). The 
effect of the amendments is that on and after the effective date thereof, internal revenue 
tax will be collected on imported liqueurs, cordials, flavored wines, compounds, and 
preparations (1) at the basic rate applicable to distilled spirits (namely, $9 per proof 
gallon, or wine gallon when below proof), if the products contain distilled spirits (as 
defined in sec. 191.3 of Regulation 21), or (2) at the basic rates applicable to wines 
(namely, 15 cents per wine gallon when containing not more than 14 per centum of 
alcohol by volume, 60 cents per wine gallon when containing more than 14 per centum 
and not exceeding 21 per centum of alcohol, $2 per wine gallon when containing more 
than 21 per centum and not exceeding 24 per centum of alcohol, and $9 per wine gallon, 
or proof gallon if over 100 proof, when containing more than 24 per centum of alcohol) 
if “ products contain fortified or unfortified wine, but no distilled spirits, and are sold 
as wine. 

4. This Treasury decision shall be effective on May 1, 1949, or on the 31st day after 
the date of its publication in the Federal Register, whichever date is later. 

(This Treasury decision is issued pursuant to Sections 2800 as amended, 3030 as 
amended, and 3176 of the Internal Revenue Code (26 U.S.C. 2800. 3030, and 3176).) [T.D.

A revised list has recently been issued of licensees authorized under the rules and 
regulations governing the impertation of cotton and cotton wrappings into the United 
States to deal in, or to utilize in the manufacture of paper, or in other approved manu- 
facture or treatment, certain classes of imported burlap as the equivalent of the disin- 
fection required by Regulation 11 

In this list the license number of each firm precedes its name, and the symbol “ID” 
is used to denote an Importer or Dealer's license. 

Should you desire to sell or distribute such burlap or other fabric to a firm whose 
name does not appear on this list, information as to whether or not the firm in question 
is licensed may be secured from this Bureau or from the inspectors of the Bureau in the 
enforcement of foreign plant qurantines at the several ports of entry, the latter being 
immediately advised of the issuanve of licenses. (B.E.P.Q. 580.)

Pursuant to the authority conferred upon the Secretary of Agriculture by section 5 of 
the Plant Quarantine act of 1912, as amended (37 Stat. 316; 7 U. S.C. 159), § 321.8 of 
Title 7, Code of Federal Kegulations (7 CFR, 1944 Supp., 321.8), {Regulation 7 of the Regu- 
lations Governing the importation of Potatoes into the United States, effective March l, 
1922, as amended, effective September 1, 1943 and April 15, 1944], is herby further amended 
to read as follows. pm 

§ 321.8 Special provision for the importation of potatoes from Bermuda and e 
Dominion of Canada (except Newfoundland), the States of Chiapas, Guanajuato, Jalisco, 
Queretaro, San Luis Potosi, Senora, and Tamaulipas, Mexico, and the Northern Territory 
of Baja California, Mexico into the United States. |’otatoes may be imported from Bermuda 
and the Dominion of Canada (except Newfoundland) into the United States or any of its 
Territories or Districts, tree of any restrictions whatsoever, until otherwise ordered, under 
the Plant Quarantine Act ef August 20, 1912. . 

Importations from the State of Sonora, Mexico, will be permitted to enter through the 
ports of Douglas, Naco, and Nogales, Ariz., and such other ports as may be designated 
in the permit; importations from the States of Chiapas, Guanajuato, Ja.isco, Queretaro, 
San Luis Potosi, and Tamaulipas, Mexico, will likewise be permitted to enter through 
these ports and, in addition, through the ports of Brownsville, Laredo, Eagle Vass, and 
El Paso, Tex., and such other ports as may be designated in the permit. : 

Importations from the Northern Territory of Baja California, Mexico, will be per- 
mitted to enter through the ports of Calexico and San Ysidro, California, and such other 
ports as mav be designated in the permit. ; 

Importations of potatoes thus authorized entry from Mexico shall be -n compliance 
with the provisions of §§ 321.2 to 321.7, inclusive [Regulations 1 to 6] of the regulations 
geverning the importation of potatoes into the United States (7 CFR 321.1 to 321.7). 

This amendment makes no substantive change in the regulations but merely recog- 
nizes the change in the status of Newfoundland from a British colony to a province of 
the Dominion of Canada. Section 321.3 of this part provides for the importation of 
potatoes only from such countries as are known to be free from potato wart. S.nee 
the potato wart is known to exist in Newfoundland, importations from Newfoundiand 
are not permitted under present regulations. Section 321.8 of this part permits the im- 
portion of potatoes from Canada without restriction, and with the incorporation 
of Newfoundland into the Dominion of Canada it becomes necessary to except New- 
foundland from the cperation of section 321.8 in order that existing restrictions may 
continue te apply to Newfoundland. 

Accordingly, it is found that notice and public procedure on the propose’ amend- 
ment are unnecessary, and good cause is found for making this amendment effective 
within less than 30 days after its publication in the Federal Register. This amendment 
shall become effective on and after May 2, 1949. (B.E.P.Q.) 


PLANT QUARANTINE IMPORT RESTRICTIONS—SAUDI ARABIA 
BUREAU OF ENTOMOLOGY AND PLANT QUARANTINE 
General Regulations and Certificate Requirements 
(Notification promulgated by Directorate of Agriculture in Umm al Qura, Issue No. 1254,

All importers of fruits, vegetables, shrubs, plants, ete., into Saudi Arabia, are notified 
that henceforth Health Inspectors will conduct an examination of every such consign- 
ment appearing at a Saudi Arabian port immediately upon its arrival before permittifizg 
it to enter the country. Every such consignment will be required to have a covering Bill 
of Health issued by competent authorities at the point of origin certifying that the cargo 
in question has been examined and found to be free of insect pests as well as fumigated 
at the port of export. Any consignment lacking such a Bill of Health must be returned 
to its source by the importer, or re-exported within one week of its arrival in Saudi Arabia. 


PLANT QUARANTINE IMPORT RESTRICTIONS—INDIA 
BUREAU OF ENTOMOLOGY AND PLANT QUARANTINE 
Hay and Straw Used as Packing Material 

According to Despatch No. 234, dated March 16, 1949, from the American Embassy in 
New Delhi, an official of the Indian Ministry of Agriculture stated that plant straw used 
as packing material should be certified as free from insects and other pests by the United 
States authorities.

PLANT QUARANTINE IMPORT RESTRICTIONS—JAPAN 
BUREAU OF ENTOMOLOGY AND PLANT QUARANTINE 


A revised digest of the plant-quarantine import restrictions of Japan has been pre- 
pared for the information of nurserymen, plant quarantine officials, and others interested 
in the exportation of plants and plant products to that country. 

It was prepared by Richard Faxon, Division of Foreign Plant Quarantine, from the 
Plant Quarantine Law No. 86, promulgated July 5, 1948, which repealed the Plant Quar- 
antine Law No. 11 of March 25, 1914, and from Enforcement Regulations in Agriculture 
and Forestry Ordinance No. 87 of September, 1948, which abolished the Ministerial Ordi- 
nance No. 27 of 1914. 

The information included in this circular is believed to be correct and complete up 
to the time of preparation, but it is not intended to be used independently of, nor as a 
substitute for, the original texts, and it is not to be interpreted as legally authoritative.

CONVERSION OF CURRENCY—CHINESE YUAN 


Reference is made to the certification by the Federal Reserve Bank of New York, 
pursuant to section 522 (c) of the Tariff Act of 1930, of rates of exchange for the Chinese 
yuan (Chinese National Currency) for dates on and after March 25, 1948. 

On March 25, 1948, the Federal Reserve Bank temporarily discontinued certifying a 
rate for the Chinese yuan because of information received at that time which indicated 
that there was a different rate for the United States dollar in Tientsin than in Shanghai. 

The Bank has informed the Treasury Department that upon investigation of the mat- 
ter it was found that with respect to exports to the United States (and also with respect 
to internal trade in China) different rates for the United States dollar existed in Shanghai, 
Tientsin, and Canton; that in view of these developments the Bank has decided, in com- 
plying with outstanding requests for rates for dates up to August 19, 1948, to certify a 
separate rate for each of these three cities; that in complying with requests outstanding on 
December 20, 1948, the Bank would certify rates for the period from March 25, 1948, to 
August 19, 1948, inclusive, for only the three above-mentioned cities, in view of the fact 
that it appeared that rates for one of these cities would apply to exports from any one of 
the other Chinese ports on the dates for which rates had been requested; that available 
information indicated that the rates which had been requested from the Bank up to the 
date of its letter to the Treasury Department for the above-mentioned period from March 
25 to August 19, 1948, were in connection with exports from Canton, Peiping, Shanghai, 
Swatow, Taku-bar, Tientsin, and Tsingtao; that for dates requested in connection with 
exports from Peiping, Taku-bar, and Tsingtao, the rates prevailing in Tientsin apply, and 
the rates prevailing in Canton apply to Swatow; that because of changes in the internal 
exchange rate, this may not be true with respect to other dates; but that the Bank would 
designate the particular rate which applies in connection with other requests for dates 
within the above-mentioned period. 

The rates certified by the Federal Reserve Bank upon request of the Customs Informa- 
tion Exchange for dates of exportation during the period from March 25 to August 19, 1948, 
inclusive, will be circularized by the Customs Information Exchange. 

It will be noted from the foregoing that the rates certified by the Federal Reserve Bank 
for the Chinese yuan for dates during the above-mentioned period are single rates for 
different areas of China and the problem of the application of multiple rates is not involved. 

It is understood that the Federal Reserve Bank is now giving consideration to the 
rate or rates to be certified for the “gold yuan” which was introduced on August 20, 1948, 
and will advise the Treasury Department of its decision as soon as it has completed its 
survey.
